t The most determined and des- 
perate hand-to-hand fight which 
occurred during the riot was that 
between Detective Jolin Kennedy 
and a negro named Lloyd Lee. Lee 
acted like a madman when Kenne- 
dy ordered him to move on. 
Re- 


fusing to do so lie said to Kenne- 
dy: "I know you. You are Thorp's 
partner. 
I have been laying for 


you," and at the same 
time 
he 


slashed Kennedy in the shoulder, 
inflicting a deep wound. 
Kenne- 


dy pulled his revolver and. fired 
four 
shots. 
One 
bullet 
went 


through Lee's jaw. Policemen 
came running from different sec- 
tions and went in search of Lee. In 
the search another negro, David 
H. Carr, got a terrible beating, and 
when he was taken to Bellevtte it 
was found that lie had a fractured 
skull, a fractured arm and a bat- 
tered face. 
Kennedy was taken 


to the New York hospital. 
Later 


he .was taken to Bellevue, where, 
he identified Lee as his assailant. 
When Lee saw Kennedy lie shout- 
ed : "I am up and about and you 
are down. Damn you, I guess 
you're down for good. I hope so." 


Captain Cooley and Kennedy say that 


Lee threatened "to do Kennedy" be- 
cause the latter was Thorp's -.partner. 
While Kennedy and Lee.were in the 
street struggle, word was sent to Cap 
tain Cooley that Kennedy had 
been 


illed. This intensified the excitement 


among the detectives, who rushed from 
:he station and charged down the street.j 
In doing so they encountered rnobs of 


The negro ran into Shanley's restaurant 
one of the fashionable up-town 
cafes. 


The place was filled with people, manj 
of whom were women. 'The face of the 
fugitive 
negro, 
covered with 
blood, 


created a panic among the women, wlic 
rushed outside only*to find themselves 
in the 
midst of a mob howling for 


blood. 
Some of the patrons of 
the 


cafe who were dining upstairs Were with 
difficulty restrained from jumping out 
of the windows. 


The negro who had created.this scene 


escaped in the excitement, but, another 
negro named Walker, one of the theat- 
rical team of Williams and Walker, was 
seen on a Broadway car, dragged oft' 
and given a beating. His companion 
escaped, but not until after he had re- 
ceived- a 'severe drubbing. 


Acting Captain Burns of 
the West 


Thirtieth Street Station arrived with a 
squad and arrested four white men, the 
first whites of the riot to be arrested. 
'his was after. I o'clock. 
At 2 o'clock the police had the riot 


in hand, although there was a feeling 
that danger was far from past and a 
heavy police 
guard was mounted. 


Wherever negroes collected they were 
swearing vengeance. Fortunately about 
3 o'clock there was a heavy downpour 
of rain, and it 
is the opinion of 
the 


police that this did more to dissipate the 
mob and quiet the riot than a thousand 
men would have been able to do. At 4 
o'clock, when it was thought all was 
over, Policemen Hughes and Jelif were 
assaulted with a shower of bricks and 
Dottles thrown by negroes on the roof 
of a house. "The crowd rushed up the 
stairway, but by the time they reached 
:he roof the assailants had descended 
through scuttles and had disappeared. 
Two negroes were later pulled fiom un- 
der a bed. They resisted until clubbed 
over thejiead, and one had his nose 
jroken. The men denied that they were 
on the roof. 


Richard Harris was badly beaten up 


on account o'f a report that he was the 
nan who had murdered Thorp. It was 
discovered later that this was a mistake. 
However, as he had a dangerous look- 
ng shoemaker's knife in his sleeve, he 
,vas arrested. 


The reserves of the station, who had 


jecn on 
duty nearly all night, were 


called in during the morning, and after 
5 o'clock all was comparatively quiet. 
The last -arrests 'made as reported by 
he police this morning were those of 
fames E. and Ethel Harris. 
It was 


said that the man is the Harris.who 
cilled Thorp. 
At the station he denied 


snowing anything about Thorp, and 
aid that neither lie nor his wife had 
akcn part in the disturbance. 


Chief Devery said today: 
"I will watch this thing closely this 


norning, and if any man in police uni- 
orm does anything more than enforce 
he law he will be dismissed instantly. 
This has been an unfortunate outbreak, 
jut it won't happen again." 


The police say that few, if any, prev- 


ous race riots in this city have oom- 
iared with that of last night, so far as 
he dogged determination of those who 
larticipated in it is concerned.

Famous Orator Dies of Throat 


Affection Early This 


Morning. 


ATCHISON', Kan., Aug. 16.—Ex-United States Senator John 


J. Ingalls died at East Las Vegas, N. M., at 2:15 o'clock this morn- 
ing, surrounded by his wife and two sons, Ellsworth and Sheffield. 
The news came to the Ingalls home here in a telegram at 10 o'clock 
today. 
The funeral will be at Atchison. 


Mr. Ingalls' illness dated from March, 1899, when, at Washing- 


ton, his throat began troubling him.' He occupied 
apartments 
at 


the hotel with his family and worked steadily, writing political arti- 
cles for newspapers throughout the country. He was treated by sev- 
eral specialists, but received no relief, and on their advice returned 
with his family to Atchison. At home he grew no better, under the 
constant attention of a specialist.Ten months ago he again took the 
advice of physicians and sought another change in climate, 
travel- 


ing through New Mexico and Arizona. He was still able to write 
occasionally for the newspapers and to attend to his business affairs. 


From time to time reports of his serious illness were circulated, 


but they were invariably denied, both by the Senator and his family. 
He did not consider his case hopeless by any means, and only two 
months ago planned to return to Atchison. His youngest son, Shef- 
field, met him at Las Vegas, but as the result of a consultation of phy- 
sicians he remained in New Mexico. The son returned to Kansas, 
and Mrs. Ingalls went immediately to Las'Vegas, and has since re- 
mained at her husband's side. On August I4th Mrs. Ingalls 
tele- 


graphed for her sons, Ellsworth and Sheffield, that their father was 
sinking, and they took the next train for Las Vegas.

United States discloses some of the extreme hazards of tram] 
hfc. An enormous proportion of those killed or maimed bj 
;rain wrecks are tramps. 
If the railways could get rid o 


these illicit passengers the list of railroad .fatalities woul 
vastly decrease. In addition fo being a sore pest, their prac 
ticc of taking desperate chances in stealing rides makes ai 
unfavorable showing against the railroads in the statistics o 
casualties. 


Fully half the people killed by railroads in this country 


arc tramps. 
The aggregate loss of lite in this manner is 


something horrible; yet the railroads are i n . n o wise to 
blame for it. Tramps wander to and fro about the country 
keeping along the railway lines, beating their way on the 
trains and robbing cars at every opportunity. Their favorit 
method of getting free passage is to ride the brakcbeams 
underneath the cars — a most hazardous proceeding. To cliwlc 
the officials the tramp generally reaches his perch on the 
brake-beam by a dash between the wheels as the train is pull- 
ing out from a station. Frequently he is not quick enough 
ur misses his footing, and then there is another tragedy to 
chronicle. 
Often he drops in slumber from his insecure 


perch, and the county is put to the expense of an inquest anc 
:i pauper burial. 


fn nearly every smasli-up on trunk lines one or more 


rramps are killed or maimed. 
Occupying the most exposed 


positions, they are almost invariably killed or hurt in case of 
accident.

business sagacity was conveyed in the announcement that 
his death did not affect the New York stock market.

in Asia.

NEW 
YORK, Aug. IS.—The Shah of 


Persia has had an- agetrt in tn-is coun- 
try for a fortnight exatninlns the elec- 
tric systems of Greater New York pre- 
paratory to introducing: electric travel be- 
tween Teheran aaid a. port on the Cas- 
pian 
Sea. These 
ninety-three miles of 
troll*y will be the tongr«st electric rail- 
way in, Asia. 


The Shah's agent, John llarsdon Ward. 


a,u Englishman, has been lor more than 
fifteen 
years attached to the personal 


service of the Shah and has resided at 
Teheran. Frequent trips to Europe have 
kept him in touch with the progress of 
invention and aj-t. He was a protege of 
B. H. Hotchklss, the American inventor, 
and has Introduced into th« Shah's capi- 
tal the telephone and other modern ap- 
pliances. Since his arrival he haa be^n 
investigating- 
the trolley systems In the 
city, the Brooklyn Rapid Transit and Me- 
tropolitan 
having furnished him, every 
facility. 


Mr. Ward was found at the Sccor ship 
yard at ijayridge, whither he had gone to 
give an ofder for a launch for the- Shah's 
use at hiit winter residence on the PersUii 
Gulf 
near 
Busra—the Bussora of old 
"Sinbad, the Sailor." 


"I go to Philadelphia next wee-k." he 
said, "to visit the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works with a view to making a report, 
upon engines for use on the new railroad 
between Teheran fl-nd the Persian Uult. 
One and possibly a, second Hue of rail- 
way will be pushed through to the gulf 
with aU possible speed. The roads will 
be built largely by Russia.ii capital and 
Russian, engineers. 


"The general impression about Persia is 
that it Is a land of desperadoes. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. Persia 
is not a bad country to live in. 1 have 
a. house a!. Teheran that has the most 
complete sanitary fittings. It contains a. 
porcelain bath, purchased in Vienna. It is 
lighted with el-ectricty and a telephone 
connects it with the palace and the var- 
ious offices 1 visit. There are many hand- 
some 
cabs in 'Tehera.n and I generally 
drive in one, iloat Americans and Euro- 
peans 
Uimk we ride camels and camp 


out, but we don't. 
"i do not wish to discuss his majesty's 
affairs," added Mr. Ward. ";My relations 
with 
his 
majesty are purely business 
ones. I have nothing to do with the pol- 
icy of the government toward Russia or 
Great Britain. Not the slightest attempt 
has ever been made to interfere with my 
religious views, I am a member of 
the 


English church and serve my God in, my 
own way. 
"Th« Shah Is a very intelligent ruler. 
His 
majesty has been thrioe to Europe, 
and 
on 
this occasion he has devoted 


much time to examining: novelties at the 
Paris Exposition. The papers eay he has 
bought 
several automobiles. 
Doubtless 
that is true. But his majesty has had a. 
French gasoline motor carriage- for mora 
than two years. It Js a well known ob- 
ject on the drives around Teheran. I am 
looking; over the automobile ground her-i 
and may buy one or more if a decided 
novelty 
Is discovered. Ten years from 


now Persia will be abreast of the nations 
of Europe In everything but the flne arts. 


"The great conflict in China may de- 
lay Russia's advance upon India, but the 
day 
for that move Is practically fixed. 


Russia can. occupy Herat any day she 
wishes. It la the gateway to India. 
"Persia 
owes 
much to Russia. Tim 
Czar has not attempted in any way to 
dominate 
affairs at Teheran. Russia Is 


doing more for the rest of the world than 
Is a.ny other one nation." 
Mr. Ward win make- a. hurried trip to 


Chicago and will then sail for Paris 
to 
accompany the Shah on his return to Te- 
heran. A small steamer has been chart- 
ered at Hull, England, that will proceed 
to 
Havre and load all the merchandise 


a.nd Inventions that have been purchased 
here and 
in< Europe. The steamer will 
clear for the Black sea, and the goods will 
be forwarded over the Trans-Caucasian 
Railway to Baku. This Is the most di- 
rect 
route to Teheran at present, but 


when the railroads across Persia are fin- 
ished, the Persian gulf will agaJn become 
one of the familiar parts of the world to 
shipmasters. American- breadstuff* 
will

In the fu- 
ture in Mr. Ward's opinion.

Henry J. Crocker 


and his friends own the remainder, 
which is the control. Crocker and 
Corrigan have an agreement not to 
sell without each other's consent or 
until after the expiration of so 
many days' notice. 
It is said that 


Corrigan and his friends want to 
sell at par, and that Poniatnwski 
heads a syndicate'which is willing 
to buy, but does not want to pay

IN DAWSON CITY. 


Oakland Man Tells Something 


About the Great Mining 


Camp. 


One jf the most Interesting stories of 


Alaskan life, its conditions and resour- 
ces of the country yet tojd is furnished 
by Frank N. Smith, who returned from 
Dawsou on Monday. 


Mr. Smith went into Dawson during 


the spring of '^S, going .over the Chil- 
koot pass about the time of the disas- 
trous slides in April oi that year. 
He 


has remained in and about Dawson con- 
tinuously until leaving there on July 
28th 
last, and 'has 
witnessed 
great 


changes in methods and cost of living 
and in the development of what has be- 
come a cosmopolitan city of about 5,oco 
people. 
His trip out was by way of 


White Horse and Skagway, the steamer 
Zealandia of the California 
Develop- 


ment Company making the record time 
from Dawson to White Horse of 3 days 
17 hours. 


Mr. Smith has conducted the Regina 


Club Hotel at Dawson, which is owned 
by the North American Trading and 
Transportation Company of 
Chicago, 


During- the past winter Mrs. Smith and 
their little girl were with him, and on 
the days when the thermometer was 64 
degrees below zero Mrs. Smith pulled 
their daughter about on a sled and with- 
out discomfort to either. 


As compared 
with Gipe Nome 
at 


present, Dawson 
has already 
passed 


through the unsettled and unsatisfactory 
period that is occasioned by too large 
a 
floating 
population and has 
now- 


settled down to its steady growth. The 
output for this year is estimated at be- 
tween twenty and twenty-five million 
dollars from the Dawson district. 
The 


trip by way of Skagway 
and White 


Horse, can now be made without dis- 
comfort and indeed with 
comparative 


luxury. 
What has hindered develop- 


ment in Dawson has been due to the 
fact of the first reports which reached 
the Dominion government at Ottawa. 
These reports led the government to 
fear an influx of a vast horde of unprin- 
cipled tough citizens and the attendant 
lawlessness, as well as an overflow of 
foreign miners, and to properly handle 
the first and protect their own citizens 
against the other it was believed to be 
necessary to maintain a heavy force of 
mounted police and judicial and other 
officials. 
The necessary expense was 


met by the charges that have proven so 
burdensome to the miner, especially to 
the American miner. These taxes and 
the ten per cent royalty that the Do- 
minion government exacted upon the 
gross output has made 
the cost of 


simply getting the sand on top of the 
ground from 40 to 6b per cent of its 
value. 


That this royalty tax will be rescinded 


by the Dominion Parliament this win- 
ter at its session at Ottawa there is no 
doubt in Mr. Smith's mind. 
It can but 


result from the present conditions, when 
the American miner can now go upon 
United 
States 
territory, take 
up 
;, 


twenty-acre 
placer 
and have 
all he 


makes without a tax on even the wood 
he burns, which he is now compelled to 
pay when operating 
on British 
soil 


When their mistake is realized and it is 
learned that they have new conditions to 
deal with by the Dominion authorities 
and these matters are adjusted v.-ith sat 
isfaction to the miners, the develop- 
ment of the district about Dawson will 
be steady and of a satisfactory kind. 


Most of the American prospectors 


who have left Dawson have gone to 
Nome or to Jack Wade Creek. At the 
latter place the gold ,found 
is almost 


entirely of the ''pumpkin seed" order 
and very rich—running from $17 to SiS 
per ounce; it is taken for currency at §17 
per ounce, while the Daw-son gold is 
taken at $16 for commercial purposes 
and $15 for currency. 
Gold Run Creek. 


Dominion Creek and a large portion of 
the Helmken district has an output also 
of higher grade gold than the El Dorad
